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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per Applicants arguments that Loen fails to 
disclose "HTML document data to the user terminal to provide the home page on the user terminal in response to a transmission request of 
transmitting the HTML document data from the web browser of the user terminal", Examienr respectfully disagrees. Examiner asserts that 
any "content" of a web page (e.g. a web page written in HTML, as is common to the art and discloses in the background of Loen), which is 
updated by a remote computer and transmitted to a web browser of a user computer system will be HTML content. 

As per Applicants arguments that Loen fails to disclose that the patrol search unit patrols "the mail server, the update computer terminal, 
the home page data base and the schedule data base in this order" and requires that "the patrolling of the patrol search unit is finished after 
first one of files is searched", Examiner resprectfully disagrees. As noted in the standing rejection, the scheduling operations found in Loen 
would allow the user to define any patrol order, including a static patrol order as defined in the argued limitation, and further that that the 
commands listed on Pages 11-14 of Loen clearly include a Schedule GoTo command which would be operable to jump to the end of the 
schedule, therefor ending the patrol, upon determining that a first file is searched. 

As per Applicants arguemtns that Loen and Davis fail to disclose a home page management server, Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner maintains that the IMS disclosed in Davis may be interpreted as the home page management server of the claims when taken in 
combination with the disclosure of Loen. Examiner In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Examiner believes all arguments directed towards Claim12 to be addressed by the above arguments. 
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
